Cesmat wasn’t thinking about 
fighting fires while driving his 
own vehicle on Highway 12. But 
when he saw smoke and a hand- 
ful of people gawking from the 
side of the road, he pulled over. 

He called out to a man to find 
out if there was anyone inside 
the burning car. It turned out 
there were two. Wearing shorts 
and sandals, Cesmat ran down 
the steep embankment toward 
the burning vehicle. He ran into 
a barb-wire fence which he did- 
n't see because of the height and 
thickness of the weeds and 
brush. 

“I don’t know what I thought. 

.. I just reacted,” said Cesmat, 
who was recently promoted to 
lieutenant in the fire department. 

When he got to the vehicle, 
Richmond truck driver Larry 
Rouse was just getting out of it, 
after attempting to save the

woman, Cesmat said, with no 
luck. 

Cesmat tried opening the 
doors of the vehicle himself, but 
it was impossible because the 
doors were smashed. 

He looked for a rock or a stick 
to break a window. Finding noth- 
ing, he smashed a back window 
with the back of his right arm. 

The woman grabbed his arm 
when he reached inside, and she 
was pulled to the ground. 

Cesmat and Rouse then 
moved the woman to safety, 
downwind of the spreading fire. 

“Within 15 or 20 seconds, it 
was obvious we had to move 
again because everything was on 
fire in the area,” he said. 

Cesmat then performed a 
medical assessment of the 
woman, 36-year-old Sherry Ap-

Schools pass 
financial test 


@ With spending cuts 
putting its ledger in order, 
the Albany district no 
longer needs a mandated 
fiscal advisor

After nearly two years of 
legally mandated fiscal pversight, 
Alameda County officials this 
week gave the Albany school dis- 
trict’s budget a clean bill of 
health and released the district 
from outside supervision. 

The decision means the dis- 
trict’s budget is back in the black 
and controls are in place to keep 
it there, said Sheila Jordan, su- 
perintendent of the Alameda 
County Office of Education. 

“They have the groundwork 
now, and they need to be really 
commended for the hard work 
they put into it,” Jordan said. 
“The community as well as the 
union all participated and were 
very collaborative.” 

Albany was ordered to pay for 
an outside fiscal advisor in Feb- 
ruary 2002, when the district’s 
budget projections showed a sus- 
tained level of spending that out- 
paced revenues. 

At the time, the school district 


was facing a 7 percent budget 
deficit and Jordan said fiscal 
oversight was needed to keep the 
district from future bankruptcy. 

The school district has since 
worked to overhaul accounting 
systems and cut spending — 
everything from bottled water to 
employee cell phones to health 
benefits was targeted. 


“What makes me happy is 
that a lot of the kinds of cuts that 
we made to get here were not 
program cuts or reductions in 
service, they were long-term 
ways of reducing our costs,” said 
Albany school board President 
Miriam Walden. “Overall we’ve 
tightened up the ways we do 
business.” 


Albany Superintendent Willy 
Wong said the district’s employ- 
ees need to be commended for 
their sacrifice. But, he said, the 
county’s positive budget certifi- 
cation does not mean the dis- 
trict’s budget woes are over. 

“Tt means we’re balanced now, 
but we can’t go and start spend- 
ing as if we had a whole lot of 
new money, because we don’t 
have a lot of new money,” Wong 
said.

An organization calling itself “Friends 
of El Cerrito Trees” had, until this meet- 
ing, grabbed the spotlight with feature 
articles, opinion pieces, flyers, and other 
propaganda designed to convince neigh- 
bors that homeowners who assert their 
right to the view they bought and paid 
for are greedy, mean-spirited, anti-tree 
people. 

They say we want to “butcher” trees 
throughout the city. Well, the 100 plus 
neighbors at the Tree Commission Work- 
shop weren't buying it. They demanded 
an ordinance that protects their views 
and are organizing to take that message 
to the Tree Commission again and again. 

The fact is that tree owners have re- 
sponsibilities, like everyone else. I enjoy 


my trees but I do not have the right to al- 
low my trees to reduce my neighbor’s en- 
joyment of his property. When my neigh- 
bor tells me that my trees are blocking 
the view he had when he bought his 
house — the “panoramic view” that he 
was sold — it is my responsibility, as a 
reasonable neighbor, to accommodate his 
request to trim my tree. It’s that simple. 

Most neighbors resolve their disputes 
quite amicably between themselves. Only 
when tree owners are unreasonable is 
there a need to resort to the view ordi- 
nance.

Unnecessary selection 


I understand it was James Frankel’s 
contention, in the case of Frankel vs. 
Shelley (California secretary of state) be- 
fore the California Supreme Court, that 
if Gov. Davis is recalled, the office of gov- 
ernor would become vacant and, pursuant 
the California Constitution, the lieutenant 
governor would become governor. 

The constitution states: “An election 
to determine whether to recall an officer 
and, if appropriate, to elect a successor 
shall be called.” 

Is it appropriate to process a costly 
and burdensome election for the selec- 
tion of a successor to a recalled governor 
when there is a California constitutional 
provision that accomplishes the same pur- 
pose — without cost or burden whatso- 
ever? 

The connotation of the words, “if ap- 
propriate,” would appear to be the same 
thing as saying “if not otherwise provided 
by law” or “if appropriate as a matter of 
law.” 

For example, it would not be appro- 
priate to elect a successor to a recalled 
justice of an appellate court when it is 
otherwise provided by law that such jus- 
tice is not an elective officer. Similarly, it 
is not appropriate to elect a successor to 
the governor when it is otherwise pro- 
vided in the constitution that the lieu- 
tenant governor shall become governor 
when a vacancy occurs.

‘Senior moments’ 
happen at all ages 


Q: My memory seems to be 
going. It scares me when I can’t 
remember a friend’s name, a 
word I wanted to say, or why I 
am standing there in the 
kitchen. What can I do to stop 
these things from happening? 

A: It’s OK to have an occa- 
sional “senior moment,” as 
some people call them. (I don't 
agree with such terminology, 
because they happen to every- 
one, not just older folks.) Just 
try not to take them too seri- 
ously. Feel free to laugh them 
off and get on with your life. 
Just think of how many impor- 
tant words you do remember! 
The worst thing you can do 
when you forget a word or 
name is to worry that you may 
be losing your memory. 

When you lose a friend’s 
name temporarily, admit it. It has 
probably happened to her at 
some time. As she reminds you 
of her name, she is likely to 
laugh along with you. As for a 
forgotten word, admit that, too. A 
good comment could be, “Oh, 
what’s the word I’m looking for?” 
I’m sure you will receive good- 
humored assistance in this in- 
stance, too. These word losses 
are really exceedingly common. 

Forgetting why you entered 
a particular room can be reme- 
died by you, yourself. It is 
likely that something occurred 
to distract you between the 
time you thought of whatever 
you wanted to do, and the time 
when you entered that room. 
Perhaps you remembered an- 
other chore that you needed to 
do, one that had nothing to do 
with your present intentions. 

In any case, return to the 
place of your original thought 
and try to rethink what you were 
doing, your frame of mind, and 
any other details that you can 
possibly bring back. 

Chances are that you will be 
able to put it all together and re- 
member what it was that you 
were planning. And don’t forget 
— these things happen to every- 
one. Not just to those of us who 
have acquired some extra years. 
Incidentally, my book and my 
classes both address how to deal 
with problems such as these. 

Inasmuch as you are con- 
cerned about these happenings, 
let’s try to consider a lighter way 
of looking at getting older. Obvi- 
ously, we all know that it is 
bound to happen, one day at a 
time. And though none of us 
wants to be old, we struggle 
valiantly to live out each of those 
days so that we will have the op- 
portunity to be older. Needless to 
say, the alternative is not some- 
thing any of us want to consider. 

Try to see some humor 
about getting older. Try being 
able to laugh at the actions that 
are attributed to aging. There is 
a comic strip called “Pickles”

married couple. Their activities 
and conversations are very 
similar to those that many of us 
have experienced. Both family 
members misplace things such 
as keys or glasses, or are ob- 
sessed about a family pet. 


While you are trying to look 
at the lighter side of your life, 
don’t forget to work on your 
mental fitness as well. In the 
long run, it will help you by be- 
ing a challenge and when you 
solve those puzzles (and you 
will) you will feel wonderful.

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Commission ejects 
Alameda County 
judge from bench 


@ Panel finds that the jurist 
had not learned from 
previous disciplines for 
performance issues

After years of investigation 
and five separate notches on his 
record, Alameda County Judge 
D. Ronald Hyde was removed 
from the bench on Tuesday for 
what a state commission ruled 
was a continuing pattern of mis- 
conduct. 

The Commission on Judicial 
Performance decided in a 35- 
page order that Hyde had “will- 
fully” acted inappropriately and 
suffered from a “lack of credi- 
bility” that raised “serious ques- 
tions about his integrity.” 

In finding seven misconduct 
counts against Hyde to be valid, 
commissioners largely agreed 
with the stinging report of a 
three-judge panel released in 
June. In it, judges chastised Hyde 
for sidestepping just judicial 
practices and intentionally vio- 
lating canons of the Code of Ju- 
dicial Ethics time and again. 

Hyde was accused of helping 
appoint a favorable judge to over- 
see his daughter’s civil case, 
clearing the record of an ac- 
quaintance’s daughter, unautho- 
rized use of a Department of Mo- 
tor Vehicles database and telling 
a sexually charged story at a 
courthouse gathering, among 
other things. 

Commission chairman Risé 
Jones Pichon noted in the ruling 
that Hyde had been punished in 
1996 for acts that again had sur- 
faced during a 15-month inves- 
tigation that began in September 
2000, 

“Judge Hyde’s persistence in 
violating the standards of judi- 
cial conduct, his inability or un- 
willingness to learn from prior 
discipline, and his general ap- 
proach to the commission and to 
this proceeding preclude the 
commission from having any 
confidence that he will not con- 
tinue to violate the Code of Ju- 
dicial Ethics if allowed to remain 
on the bench. 

“When it publicly admonished 
Judge Hyde in 1996, the com- 
mission accepted Judge Hyde’s 
assurances that he was aware of 
the inappropriateness of his ac- 


tions and had taken steps to en- 
sure that they would not be re- 
peated,” Pichon wrote in the re- 
port. “The record before the 
commission shows that these as- 
surances were hollow.” 

Hyde could not be reached for 
comment. 

San Francisco attorney James 
A. Murphy, who represented 
Hyde throughout the procedure, 
was out of town and also could 
not be reached for comment. 

Murphy had argued during a 
March hearing that Hyde was the 
subject of an unfair attack by dis- 
gruntled clerks at the courthouse 
in Pleasanton. Hyde was the pil- 
lar of the community, lawyers 
and character witnesses testified 
in his defense, a factor Murphy 
hoped would counterbalance al- 
legations if they were proven. 

Commissioners considered 
that evidence and Hyde’s own 
words delivered in a final hear- 
ing held last month in San Fran- 
cisco. His prior discipline, how- 
ever, negated any chance his 
community ties would help keep 
his judgeship, Pichon noted. 

Hyde retired from the 
Pleasanton court in April after 
serving more than 20 years. But 
he returned to work in Oakland 
to ensure his new wife would be 
able to receive medical benefits 
as part of his retirement pack- 
age. 

He has said he will retire for 
good in October. Removal is not 
expected to affect his retirement 
benefits or pension. 

Hyde is the second California 
judge to be removed from the 
bench this year, said Victoria 
Henley, the commission's direc- 
tor-chief counsel. 

Earlier this month, the state 
Supreme Court refused to take 
up the appeal of former Contra 
Costa County Judge Bruce Van 
Voorhis, removed for repeatedly 
dressing down jurors, lawyers 
and staff. 

A San Joaquin County judge 
was the only person to be re- 
moved from the bench last year, 
Henley said. 

“Tt’s not very frequent,” Hen- 
ley said, adding that only about 
three to 10 of roughly 1,000 an- 
nual complaints lead to formal 
charges. “Removal is somewhat 
uncommon.” 

It was not known whether 
Hyde would appeal the decision.

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Area Jews prepare for Rosh Hasha, 


@ Sweet start to new year 
leads into solemn day of 
atonement as faithful take 
stock of their lives

All over the world, Jews are 
stocking up on candy, pastries 
and red apples dipped in honey, 
in anticipation of Rosh Hashanah 
— the Jewish new year — which 
begins tonight at sundown. 

“Nothing sour orbitter,” says 
Rabbi Yehuda Ferris, the spiri- 
tual leader of Chabad House in 
Berkeley. “No green apples, pick- 
les, or herring. We'll only eat 
sweet things, to express our wish 
for a sweet year.” 

Rosh Hashanah is the start of 
the High Holy Days, which will 
culminate 10 days from now on 
the most solemn day in the Jew- 
ish calendar, Yom Kippur, the 
Day of Atonement. 

Jews believe that during this 
period, God will decide the fate 
of the world. 

“He’s taking inventory,” says 
Ferris. “Running the world is a 
business, like any other, The 
‘Storekeeper’ has to take inven- 
tory to see if it’s profitable. If 
there’s a profit, He’ll keep the 
world going for another year. If 
not, there’s no more world.” 

But God doesn’t measure 
“profit” by dollars and cents. He 
measures it by virtuous acts, 
called mitzvahs. 

“There are 613 mitzvahs in 
all,” says Ferris. “Some are about 
our relationship with each other, 


such as caring for widows and 
orphans, Others are about our 
relationship with God, such as 
observing the dietary laws. Our 
job is to pack as many mitzvahs 
into this 10-day period as we can, 
But they must be performed not 
out of a sense of duty, but with a 
joyous heart.” 

Ferris will perform a mitzvah 
this afternoon, when he’ll stand 
in front of Cody’s Books on Tele- 
graph and blow the shofar, the 
traditional ram’s horn, for 
passers-by. 

“If they can’t come to the syn- 
agogue, we'll bring Rosh 
Hashanah to them.” he says. “I 
call it ‘Mitzvahs on the spot for 
people on the go.” 

Then tonight, beginning at 
precisely 6;13, he’ll preside over 
a joyful Rosh Hashanah service 
at the Bancroft Hotel on Shat- 
tuck, featuring prayer, laughter, 
singing, dancing, and symbolic 
foods such as pomegranates, 
which are sweet to the taste and 
contain 613 seeds. 

American Judaism faces a 
paradox at the start of the 21st 
century. On one hand, the ab- 
solute number of Jews is declin- 
ing slightly, mostly due to inter- 
marriage and assimilation. On 
the other hand, those Jews who 
remain are becoming more tra- 
ditionally observant. 

Fifty years ago, it was a com- 
mon assumption in the Jewish 
community that the less tradi- 
tional branches, such as Reform 
and Conservative, were the wave 
of the future, and that Orthodox 
would all but disappear by the 
turn of the century. 


Instead, the opposite has hap- 
pened. Reform and Conservative 
synagogues are scrambling to 
hold on to their members, usu- 
ally by incorporating more tra- 
ditional elements into their ser- 
vices. 

And Orthodox shuls, far from 
withering away, are thriving as 
never before. Not only are their 
numbers up — way up — they 
are drawing most of their mem- 
bers from that coveted 18-to-49 
demographic. 

One the fastest-growing Or- 
thodox branches of all is the one 
to which Ferris belongs, Has- 
sidism — literally, pietism. 

Hassidism was founded about 
275 years ago by Israel ben 
Eliezer, better known as the Ba’al 
Shem Tov (“Master of the Good 
Name”). 

Like Socrates, the Ba’al Shem 
Tov left nothing written behind; 
we know him only through the 
stories his followers told about 
him. 

Like Martin Luther, he railed 
against the elitist clerical hierar- 
chy of his time, saying that even 
a simple, illiterate person can 
have a personal relationship with 
God. 

“Nine rabbis don’t make a 
Minyan (the minimum number 
of 10 necessary for a Jewish ser- 
vice),” says Ferris, “but 10 lay- 
men do.” 

The Ba’al Shem Tov called 
this relationship “cleaving to 
God;” and for his followers, it is 
a joyous, ecstatic experience. 

“Even something as simple as 
tying your shoelaces or chang- 
ing your baby’s diaper can bring

The most notable species is a 
serious problem with corn. Diabrot- 
ica is often mistaken for a lady bug. 
Ladybugs come only come in the 
color orange so the greenish/yellow 
color is a dead give away for Dia- 
brotica, 

They can also have black stripes 
instead of spots and they feed mostly 
on flower parts. Neem is not a rec- 
ommended control for this problem. 
Ortho Bug-B-Gon or Bayer Multi- 
purpose Insect Spray are better 
choices. They only control those in- 
sects present at the application time. 

There is little residual in con- 
trolling those that arrive at a later 
date. Diabrotica are very mobile. 
They also have more than one gen- 
eration per year and over winter as 
an adult. You are still going to find 
active beetles feeding on your flow- 
ers. They tend to be around every 
year but the population varies 
hence there are many years when 
they pose no problem. 

| would make repeat applications 
as necessary to keep the population 
under control. There is little chance 
of eradicating them. The good news 
is that they are seldom a serious 
problem in back-to-back years. 

Q. I live next to an apartment com- 
plex. Recently, they butchered my 
trees removing all my privacy. They 
have agreed to plant four new trees. 
What fast growing, preferably ever- 
green tree would you recommend? 

A. There is no simple answer to 
this straightforward question. 

First off the privacy you enjoyed 
in the past is now years away no 


matter what species you select. 

You could consider the follow- 
ing trees: Redwoods, Ashes, 
Maples, Photinias and Privets. 
These trees grow 25 to 150 feet tall 
with comparable spreads. Another 
option is tall growing shrubs like Pit- 
tospormus, Rhanmus, and Prunus. 

These plants grow fifteen to 
twenty feet tall and can be sheared 
to form a dense hedge. | would get 
a second opinion from the nursery 
professional at your favorite garden 
center. 

He or she can show you the 
plants mentioned above and oth- 
ers. Again, there are no simple an- 
swers as all of the solutions have 
positive and negative points. You 
must be prepared to make some 
trade offs during the selection 
process, 

Q. | have several beautiful rose 
bushes, but they are developing 
small red flowers on some aggres- 
sive growth. Some of these shoots 
are over eight feet tall.They are 
crowding or even taking over the 
rose bush. What can we do to pre- 
vent this from happening? 

A. All of the modern day roses 
are not growing on their own roots. 
Instead they are budded on to a 
second rose species known as the 
rootstock. 

They are joined together at the 
bud union. The bud union is the 
large knot near the ground. Any 
shoots or growth from below the bud 
union is off the rootstock. This plant 
produces a single, cherry red flower, 
which is what | think you are de- 
scribing. 

Roses sucker naturally so it’s im- 
possible to prevent it from reoccur- 
ring. All one can do is cut or prune 
off the shoots as they develop.

Check your credit report 
and FICO score 


If you want to buy a home, or 
refinance your current mortgage, 
the best way to begin is by obtain- 
ing a copy of your credit report and 
your FICO (Fair, Isaac and Co.) 
credit score, which most lenders 
use to evaluate your mortgage eli- 
gibility. 

As | advised Peter, one place to 
do this is at www.myfico.com. For 
$12.95, you will get your credit re- 
port, FICO score and suggestions 
how to improve your FICO score. 
Maybe Peter's credit isn't as bad as 
he thinks. 

But a few days ago, | learned of 
an a Web site to check your credit 
reports at all three major credit bu- 
reaus (Equifax, Experian and Trans 
Union) and get your FICO score 
too. It is www.equifax.com. 

For various fees, they offer one- 
time service or continuous credit 
monitoring of your credit reports for 
a year with e-mail updates to pre- 
vent identity theft. That's what | se- 
lected. Just yesterday, | received 
my first e-mail credit report update 
that an old credit account | hadn't 
used for many years was finally 
closed by the creditor. 


How mortgage lenders 


use FICO scores to qualify 
borrowers 


For almost 10 years Fannie Mae 
and Freddie Mac, the nation's 
largest home loan lenders in the 
secondary mortgage market, have 
used computerized credit scoring 
programs to approve borrowers for 
home purchases and refinances, At 
first, lenders, borrowers and espe- 
cially newspaper writers like me 
were very skeptical. 

But the surprising result has 
been more, not fewer, home loan 
applicants were approved when 
computerized credit scores were 
used. However, when an applicant 
is rejected, then a human under- 
writer takes a second look to see if 
the rejection is correct or if an ap- 


proval exception can be made. 

For example, the arbitrary FICO 
scores are based on credit history 
alone. They do not consider bor- 
rower income, savings, IRA or other 
retirement reserves, and invest- 
ments. Self-employed applicants, 
even with high FICO scores, are of- 
ten harshly treated by lenders if they 
want to borrow more than 80 per- 
cent of the home's market value. 

But without a decent FICO 
score, however, chances of getting 
home loan approval are not good. 

FICO scores range between 450 
and 850. The higher your credit 
score, the better. A FICO score over 
700 means almost automatic ap- 
proval at the lowest interest rate. 
Above 620, you'll probably be ap- 
proved for a home loan, but maybe 
not at the best interest rate. Below 
620, you might have approval diffi- 
culty and will surely pay a higher 
than average interest rate. 


Correct any errors in your 
credit reports 


The best way to start improving 
your credit report is by obtaining a 
copy from one or all three of the na- 
tional credit bureaus. 

You can obtain a free copy if you 
are unemployed, on welfare, are 
told a collection agency has or will 
report negative credit information 
about you, were recently rejected 
for credit, or were the recent victim 
of credit fraud. If you live in Col- 
orado, Georgia, Maryland, Massa- 
chusetts or Vermont, you are enti- 
tled to one free credit report 
annually from each of the three 
credit bureaus. Otherwise, each 
credit report will cost about $8. 

When writing, phoning, or e- 
mailing a credit bureau, you will be 
told the cost for your credit report.

credit report you receive, They each 
contain different information, based 
on the credit reporting of your cred- 
itors. Each credit bureau will include 
a dispute form to return to have 
your credit report corrected. 

Credit bureaus have 30 days 
from day of dispute receipt to ver- 
ify your complaint. Include with your 
dispute a letter or note asking to re- 
ceive a corrected credit report within 
30 days. 

If the credit bureau doesn't hear 
back from the creditor, the disputed 
item must be removed from your 
credit report. If you don’t receive a 
corrected credit report within 30 
days, follow up and insist on re- 
ceiving a revised credit report. 


Getting a mortgage even if 
you’re less than perfect 


After you've checked your credit 
reports and FICO score, and done 
your best to correct any credit re- 
porting errors, it's time to obtain a 
home loan, even if you're less than 
perfect. 

In recent years, virtually every 
mortgage broker, mortgage banker, 
and direct lender has developed ac- 
cess to home loans for almost every 
borrower, regardless of FICO 
scores, 

Before shopping for a home, it’s 
best to shop and get pre-approved 
(not just “pre-qualified” which 
means nothing) in writing by an ac- 
tual mortgage lender. 

If your credit is sub-par, you'll be 
quoted a higher than normal inter- 
est rate, such as 7 percent, 8 per- 
cent or even 9 percent. By paying 
that mortgage on time every month 
for a year or two, you will be es- 
tablishing good credit so you can 
then refinance at a lower interest 
rate.

of buying a home. Here are alter- 
native home finance methods to 
consider: 

1. Home seller carry-back fi- 
nancing. Thousands of homes are 
sold every day with seller carry-back 
financing. That means the home 
seller finances your purchase with 
a first or second mortgage. 

The best candidates for seller fi- 
nancing are (a) vacant homes, (b)} 
homes listed for sale over 60 days 
and (c) free and clear homes being 
sold by elderly sellers who need ex- 
tra retirement income. Not every 
home can be financed with a seller 
carry-back mortgage.

Utility bills: “If you are satisfied 
with what's on the bill and you've 
paid it and you agree with every- 
thing, there should be no need to 
keep it,” says Terry Hadley, 
spokesman for the Public Utility 
Commission of Texas.

EL CERRITO — There were 
plenty of twists, turns, big plays 
and turnovers Friday in El Cer- 
rito High School’s nonleague 
game with St. Mary’s. 

All the crazy plays aside, a 
simple late defensive stand by 
the Gauchos (1-1) preserved a 
27-20 victory.

FREMONT — Mission San

region,” Murphy said, “and to 
take a Positive Coaching Al- 
liance course.” 

Joyce refused to comment 
when reached by telephone. 

“He was given an opportu- 
nity (at the meeting) to present 
his side and answer questions,” 
Murphy said. “He said that if 
he had to do it over again, he 
probably wouldn't have done 
what he did.” 

Joyce’s problems began af- 
ter the Sharks recorded a win 
and a draw in their first two 
opening-round matches. A win 
or draw against the LOSC Fu- 
sion might have pitted the 
Sharks against either the San 
Diego Surf or HSC Bulls ’86 
Kaula G — both very strong 
teams — in the next round. 
Both possible scenarios were 
‘avoided when the Sharks 
goalie booted two balls into her 
own net late in the Fusion 
match.

For relatively meaningless 
matches, a coach sometimes 
will rest his top players and 
give his subs some playing 
time. Why risk injuries to key 
players with big matches on 
the horizon? Furthermore, the 
USYSA must re-examine a 
tournament playoff system that 
encouraged a team to deliber- 
ately lose. Still, throwing 
matches goes too far, and is 
never acceptable at any level, 
written or unwritten rules. 

For one match, at least, a 
coach encouraged his team to 
make a mockery of soccer. And 
nobody wins when that hap- 
pens. 

MORE SOCCER CON- 
CERNS: A couple weeks ago, 
Between the Lines addressed 
the joys of soccer. Yes, soccer is 
a most enjoyable sport and 
youth league, adult league or 
even pick-up games at parks or 
school fields can be fun events. 

But players, coaches and 
fans of soccer — or baseball, 
football or any other sport for 
that matter — have to be good 
neighbors. 

A reader who lives in the 
vicinity of Lincoln School in 
Alameda — a person with soc- 
cer-playing grandchildren — 
complained of such problems 
as noise, locked bathrooms and 


‘spectators whose pets foul the 


school property. 

Surely, these problems 
aren't confined to Alameda. 

“Bathrooms are difficult if 
(school districts or park depart- 
ments) don’t open them,” Bay 
Oaks Soccer Club commis- 
sioner John McManis said. “As 
for the dogs, I send out an e- 
mail that dogs aren’t allowed 


on any Jack London (Youth 
Soccer League) field — from 
the standpoint of liability if 
someone gets bitten by the 
dog, and to prevent messing 
the field. But some people 
think they’re special.” 

Typically, a few inconsider- 
ate souls sometimes spoil 
things for the rest. 

“I think in youth soccer we 
take special care because fields 
are so special to us,” McManis 
said. “We don’t want to have 
our field permits revoked. But 
there are adult leagues that 
play on those fields that don’t 
always pick up after them- 
selves.” 

Soccer is a great sport, 
whether one is in a league, a 
spectator or playing in a pick- 
up game. 

But please, folks, be good 
soccer neighbors. Keep Bowser 
and other pets at home and be 
considerate of nearby residents 
and fellow park and schoolyard 
users. 

As Pelé once said in an ad 
campaign, “Live the game.” 

But keep the fields usable, 
too. 
PARTING SHOT: After three 
seasons, the Women’s United 
Soccer Association has gone 
belly-up. Unfortunate, but not 
surprising. 

Soccer in this country is a 
very ethnic sport and fans are 
very selective in supporting 
teams they can identify with. 
Despite the presence of foreign 
players on both WUSA and 
Major League Soccer rosters, 
U.S. professional soccer is 
largely a white-bread, suburban 
endeavor with little ethnic 
identity — the women’s game 
even more so than the men’s. 

Reasons for this are com- 
plex. But the next women’s pro 
league, should it ever get off 


the ground, will have a hard 


time overcoming the problems 
that sank the WUSA.

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“OPEN RANGE”: This relaxed, beauti- 
fully photographed Western is, like 
“High Noon," the story of a town too 
chicken to defend itself against the 
greedy, lawless varmints who control 
it.

“SPELLBOUND”: This Academy 
Award-nominated documentary is os- 
tensibly about the National Spelling 
Bee, told through the stories of eight 
kids who made it to the 1999 finals.

Cable, broadcast 
networks — 
same thing 


AST WEEK we mentioned 
that cable prime-time 
viewership hit 60 percent 
last summer. But shed no tears 
for the traditional broadcast net- 
works (ABC, NBC, etc.). That’s 
because they already own most 
cable stations: something most 
of the public doesn’t realize. 

This raises another issue not 
heard in the ongoing debate and 
bipartisan efforts to scrap FCC 
plans that will allow Big Broad- 
casting to gobble up even more 
local TV stations. 

A Wall Street Journal piece 
explained that the big players 
(Viacom/CBS, Disney/ABC, Mur- 
doch/Fox, NBC/GE) have been 
snapping up cable channels in 
recent years because of their 
earnings growth — and because 
of the leverage it gives them 
over advertisers and cable com- 
panies. If you include the net- 
work-owned cable channels 
(MTV, VH-1, HBO, BET, etc.), the 
major broadcasters now reach 
80 percent of the prime-time TV 
audience. Remember this the 
next time FCC boss Michael 
Powell and Rep. Billy Tauzin, the 
broadcasters’ lapdogs, whine 
about the need for ownership 
rules changes. These new pro- 
posed rules amount to legal 
piracy — the same kind of heist 
broadcasters pulled in 1995 
when the feds handed over the 
digital-TV spectrum free instead 
of auctioning it off for tens of 
billions of dollars. 

Of the top 25 cable channels, 
the WSJ reports, 20 are now 
owned by the five big media 
companies. That's leverage. The 
Journal also says that this past 
quarter, while newspaper and 
broadcasting revenues fell, cable 
was “gushing money.” That’s 
largely because cable has two 
revenue streams — advertising 
and subscriptions. And cable ad- 
vertising is way up. Last year 
alone, NBC gobbled up Bravo, 
and Viacom took over Comedy 
Central and BET. And if you’ve 
ever wondered why low-rated 
channels like Disney’s Soapnet 
end up on cable systems, Cox 
Cable (and others) say it’s be- 
cause Disney forces them to 
take lesser-rated channels by 
threatening to withhold local 
ABC affiliates from cable sys- 
tems. Big Broadcasting has 
launched at least 35 new cable 
channels since 1993 — in addi- 
tion to the big ones it’s bought 
up — largely by “bartering” the 
right to carry their local broad- 
cast channels to cable operators. 

So, big broadcasting, please: 
Spare us the crocodile tears. 

If anything, these increas- 
ingly powerful media conglom- 
erates should be required to 
start selling, not adding, TV sta- 
tions. Local TV stations have be- 
come just another way to get 
even richer faster by being used 
as blunt instruments in cable ne- 
gotiations. I’ve never been com- 
fortable siding with cable opera- 
tors, a notoriously hard-nosed 
lot. But the balance of power has 
shifted dramatically in recent 
years. And the FCC wants to 
make things even more one- 
sided? Pub-leese. 

This might be a good place to 
mention that even “local TV” is a 
somewhat illusory term: Not one 
major Bay Area TV or radio sta- 
tion is locally owned, and hasn’t 
been for years. Not one. The 
profits are shipped elsewhere. 

MEDIA NOTES: CBS's “Joan 
of Arcadia,” airing at 8 tonight 
(Fr) on KPIX, is the one net- 
work premiere most worth 
watching. The unexpected de- 
light of the new TV season is 
about a teen-age girl who talks 
to God as everyday people. But 
it’s secular and never preachy. 
The critics like this one — it’s a 
rare show the whole family can 
watch ... Rob Lowe’s new NBC 
series, “The Lyon’s Den,” debut- 
ing on KNTV Sunday night, is 
decent enough — surprising, 
considering Lowe acts about as 

well as William Shatner ..; Fi- 
nally, humorist Phil Proctor says 
Lt. Goy. Cruz Bustamante re- 
cently received this legal notice 
from Alfred Hitchcock's estate:

Event to feature Bay Area Afghani writer 


@ South Bay author’s tale 
of war-torn nation is riding 
high on word of mouth

A trip to pre-Soviet 
Afghanistan means going back 
25 years. A trip to post-Taliban 
Afghanistan means traveling for 
more than 25 hours. 

But, there is an easier way to 
accomplish both tasks: Read 
Khaled Hosseini’s “The Kite Run- 
ner” and attend 2nd Edition’s 
book party at 7 p.m. on Oct. 2. 
in Montclair. 

“This is an extremely infor- 
mative and timely novel about 
Afghanistan and its citizens — 
and what it must be like to live 
through war or as a refugee of 
war,” said Debbie Echlin, who 
owns the Oakland hills bookstore 
with partner Helen Talley. 

The author — who will speak 
briefly Thursday about why and 
how he wrote the novel — whole- 
heartedly agrees. 

“I think fiction is a wonderful 
(way) of learning in a more per- 
sonal way about people, cultures, 
and traditions different than’ our 
own,” Hosseini said. 

“Particularly when it comes to 
a country like Afghanistan, which 
is on the news quite a bit, but 
about which people tend to know 
little,” he explained, “fiction can 
help put a personal face to the 
victims and those who have suf- 
fered for the better part of 20 
years.” 


At the Mont- 
clair Village 
shop, “sales of 
the book are 
brisk,” Echlin 
said, with about 
50 copies sold 
to date. “We en- 
courage people 
to read the 
book prior to 
the event.” About 75 guests are 
expected, she said. 

Echlin contacted Hosseini’s 
publisher — Penguin Putnam’s 
Riverhead Books in New York — 
after falling in love with the 
novel. The author, who lives in 
Sunnyvale, agreed to appear at 
the event, which is being held 
three months after the book de- 
buted. 

The book’s publisher claims 
“The Kite Runner” is the first 
novel about contemporary 
Afghanistan written in English. 

“IT hope the book humanizes 
the plight of the Afghan people,” 
Hosseini said. 

“The book, I hope, can also 
remind people that there was 
an Afghanistan before the So- 
viet war and the Taliban and 
that the Afghan people man- 
aged to’ live in anonymous 
peace for a long time before the 
violence broke out,” he ex- 
plained. 

“Appreciating that, I hope peo- 
ple can see better just how high 
the stakes are for Afghan people 
in the international rebuilding ef- 
forts in their country,” Hosseini 
added. 

Hosseini, who was born in

Kabul, left Afghanistan in 1976 
and moved to the United States 
in 1980 after being granted po- 
litical asylum. Before coming to 
the United States, he lived in 
Tehran, where his family hired 
an illiterate chef from Hazarajat, 
the central mountains of 
Afghanistan that are home to a 
persecuted ethnic group. 

Hosseini, then in third 
grade, taught the Haraza man 
to read. “My time with Hossein 
Khan, and the brief relationship 
we shared, served partly as an 
inspiration for ‘The Kite Run- 
ner,”

a young Hazara acquaintance of 
the author, who was a victim of 
sexual abuse in Kabul. 

This Hazara influence is il- 
lustrated through the character 
Hassan, whom the book’s pro- 
tagonist — Amir — has a love- 
hate relationship with growing 
up. Amir, the son of a wealthy 
merchant, sees Hassan as the il- 
literate son of the family cook but 
also a skilled playmate and fel- 
low kite runner. 

“Every winter, districts in 
Kabul held a kite-fighting tour- 
nament,” Hosseini writes, “... In 
Kabul, fighting kites was a little 
like going to war.” 

As an adult, Amir must wres- 
tle with the consequences of his 
mixed behavior toward — and 
conflicting feelings for — Has- 
san, who is later killed by the Tal- 
iban but leaves behind an orphan 
son, Sohrab. 

“A man who has no con- 
science, no goodness, does not 
suffer,” a close family friend 
writes to Amir.

Peter Kasin has an office view 
that most would kill for: seagulls 
soar to and fro outside his win- 
dow; just down the dockside is 
the 1886 square-rigger Balclutha 
and beyond it, San Francisco Bay. 

For the past 12 years this 
Berkeley resident has been a 
park ranger at the San Francisco 
Maritime National Historical 
Park on the Hyde Street Pier.

Taking the existing Festi- 
val of the Sea, Kasin put his own 
spin on it, feeling that the rich- 
ness of maritime music deserved 
a day of its own. This year’s day- 
long festival featured performers 
from England, Ireland, the U.S. 
Georgia Sea Islands, and from 
all over the United States.

“My vision was that sea music 
would be the main focus, rather 
than a component of a larger fes- 
tival,” said Kasin. There had been 
earlier attempts at hosting such 
events, but Kasin noted that local 
acts weren’t given the same 
stature as international guests. 

“Right now, all the musicians, 
no matter where they’re from, get 
paid. It’s a professional event,” he 
said. More than 40 musicians par- 
ticipated in the festival, which 
concluded with the regular first- 
Saturday chantey sing aboard the 
Balclutha in the evening. 

The Sea Music Festival intro- 
duced participants to the harsh 
realities of a sailor’s life. Atten- 
dees were shanghaied into ac- 
tivities like sail-raising, capstan- 
turning, and bilge-pumping —all 
of which were made somewhat 
easier by singing chanteys to 


keep up spirits and maintain

The summer between high school and 
college was a very busy time for Paul Gau- 
thier in Houghton, Mich. “| bought my first 
car, a 1931 Model A in 1958 for $35,” he 
recalls. “It wasn’t running,” he adds. 

Gauthier didn't realize at the time that 
he would forevermore be linked with the 
venerable Model A Fords. That first Ford 
was returned to healthy running condition 
and eventually was sold for a profit. 

For several years after graduating from 
Michigan Tech, Gauthier served in the Air 
Force and managed to survive the next 
decade without a Model A Ford. By 1970, 
after several overseas tours of duty, Gau- 
thier was back in the United States as- 
signed near Omaha, Neb. 

There he purchased his second Model 
A Ford, which met a tragic highway death. 
A third Model A came and went before 
the current one arrived on the scene in 
1982. 

During that summer 21 years ago, he 
saw an ad offering a 1930 Model A Ford 
Tudor for sale in Savage, Md. On a whim, 
Gauthier and his wife, Laurel, went to ex- 
amine the vehicle. 

He was amazed to find the advertised 
car was a sound 1930 Ford with no rust. 

The daughter of the car’s original owner 
was selling the Model A, which had a hair 
more than 69,000 miles showing on the 
odometer. 

The 52-year-old interior was looking a 
bit worn, and the hoses under the engine 
hood were the ones installed at the factory 
many years before. The right rear corner 
of the car had done battle with a post in 
the garage and emerged second best. 

Gauthier left a deposit and said he 
would return in a couple of weeks to take 
possession of the car. 

The Gauthiers returned to retrieve their 
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Classic Classics 


prize on a Sunday afternoon. After wrap- 
ping the ancient radiator hoses with tape, 
Gauthier fired up the 200.5-cubic-inch, four- 
cylinder engine and, with his wife follow- 
ing in a modern car, drove the 52 miles 
home without incident. 

As soon as he got the Ford home, the 
hoses and all the other rubber parts were 
replaced. With the mechanical aspects of 
the car assured, Gauthier proceeded to en- 
joy his car. 

He painted the black car in the original 
1983 hue and the next year installed an up- 
holstery kit featuring door pockets. 

Gauthier's research indicates that his 
car was built in December 1929 and was 
delivered to the first owner somewhere in 
Delaware. Gauthier is familiar with the four- 
spoke steering wheel with the lever near 
the horn button at the hub that operates 
the headlights. 

Immediately beneath the steering wheel 
are two other levers. The left one controls 
the spark advance while the right lever is 
the hand throttle or, as Gauthier is fond of 
saying, “My cruise control.” 

The one-piece windshield is hinged to 
tilt out at the bottom for ventilation. Over 
the years he has rebuilt or replaced the 
starter, generator, carburetor and water 
pump, and has had the original engine re- 
built. 

Last spring the local Model A club was 
planning a weeklong excursion. Before 
the trip he detected a small leak in his ra- 
diator. 

Not wanting to inconvenience his fellow 
Model A owners with his malady, which 
would require frequent stops for water, he

The standard Tudor Model A was by far 
the most popular model that Ford produced 
in 1930. Everything about the car seemed 
perfectly suited to the task. 

The small mirror, in this case original, is 
precisely the size to view through the small 
rear window.

The key to reduced emissions and bet- 
ter fuel economy is having a small engine 
that is supplemented, or temporarily re- 
placed, by an electric motor. That motor 
is powered by batteries that are recharged 
automatically when the vehicle brakes or 
coasts, which is called “regenerative” 
braking. 

There are varying degrees of hybrids, 
some of which offer more benefits than oth- 
ers, according to the Union of Concerned 
Scientists. While three hybrids are being 
sold in the U.S., the UCS considers only 
one of them, the Prius, to be a “full” hybrid. 
The Insight and Civic Hybrid are consid- 
ered “mild” hybrids. 

The major difference is that a full hybrid 
can be driven by the electric motor and bat- 
teries alone, usually at low speeds, thus 
providing the best fuel economy and fewest 
pollutants. For example, at low speeds in 
around-town driving, the small four-cylin- 
der engine of the Prius shuts itself off and 
the vehicle runs on electric power. At higher 
speeds — or when stronger acceleration 
is needed — the gasoline engine starts au- 
tomatically. 

With mild hybrids, the small gasoline 
engine runs all the time, and the electric 
motor only boosts performance when more 


power is needed. 

Both types have an “idle-off” feature 
which causes the engine to shut down au- 
tomatically when the vehicle stops at a traf- 
fic light or a stop sign. It restarts automat- 
ically when the driver presses on the gas 
pedal. This feature helps to reduce fuel con- 
sumption and exhaust emissions. 

The Environmental Protection Agency's 
estimated fuel economy for the new mid- 
size 2004 Prius ($20,480) is 60 miles per 
gallon in the city and 50 mpg on the high- 
way, compared to the old model's figures 
of 52 mpg city and 45 mpg highway. The 
Prius comes with an automatic transmis- 
sion only. 

Because the Prius relies more on its 
electric motor in city traffic and more on the 
gasoline engine on the highway, its fuel 
economy figures are the reverse of most 
vehicles. 

Among hybrids, the smaller-than-com- 
pact two-seater 2003 Insight ($21,740) with 
an automatic transmission has an EPA rat- 
ing of 57 mpg city and 56 mpg highway. 
The compact 2003 Civic Hybrid ($21,010) 
has an EPA rating of 48 mpg city and 47 
mpg highway with the automatic. 

Currently around 90,000-plus people are 
driving gas-electric hybrids. They will un- 
doubtedly be joined by more later next year. 
That is when consumers will have more 
“green” vehicles from which to choose, es- 
pecially sport-utility vehicles that Americans 
love for their size and functionality.

This situation is completely op- 
posite of what usually occurs with 
parts replacement concerns. Let’s take a 
look at something called MAP (Motorists 
Assurance Program). 

MAP is the consumer outreach effort of 
the Automotive Maintenance and Repair 
Association. 

Auto repair companies and indepen- 
dents, parts and equipment manufacturers 
and suppliers, vehicle manufacturers and 
industry associations have come together 
to establish a set of uniform guidelines for 
automotive repair. These standards, if fol- 
lowed voluntarily or by company policy, 
help reduce misunderstandings between 
motorists and repair facilities on repair-parts 
replacement issues. 

In a nutshell, MAP breaks down vehicle 
repairs into two categories: required and 
recommended. An example of a required 
repair is that a part no longer performs its

intended purpose, is missing or does not 
meet a design specification. 

Recommended repairs include parts 
near the end of their useful life, parts judged 
to be questionable or faulty based on a tech- 
nician’s professional experience, those spec- 
ified for replacement per a maintenance 
schedule and parts replaced to satisfy a 
consumer's specific need or convenience. 

On first glance a noisy CV joint appears 
to fall into the second category, as it is near- 
ing the end of its useful life. But upon dis- 
assembly and inspection, | believe one 
would find evidence of wear and degra- 
dation, indicating a design specification 
problem (justifying replacement). 

Also, according to Mitchell International 
and Alldata, (widely respected professional 
repair information sources), if the joint is 
noisy or badly worn, replacement of the 
complete joint is recommended.

Fuel injector 


Dear Doctor: | own a 1991 Nissan Max- 
ima with 74,000 miles. | had to pay for a 
fuel injector to be replaced so | called Nis- 
san to see if this was under a recall. The 
Nissan representative said it was not. Do 
fuel injectors fail at such low mileage? 
Should | have replaced all the injectors? 
Neil 

Dear Neil: Fuel injectors sometimes fail 
earlier than expected. | take each vehicle 
on a case by case basis to decide how 
many injectors to replace. Price, mileage 
and condition of the injectors have a lot to 
do with my decision. In most cases | only 
replace the faulty fuel injector. The purpose 
of the injector is to spray fuel into the cylin- 
ders as demanded by the computer. In- 
jectors fail from either electronic problems, 
clogged nozzles, or bad spray patterns. 

Dear Doctor: | own a 1994 Ford Thun- 
derbird V8. At 60,000 miles the overdrive 
light started flashing. A trip to the dealer 
revealed a broken 1-2 servo spring. Within 
1,000 miles, the overdrive light started flash- 
ing again. This time, the dealer replaced 
the 2-3 solenoid at no charge. Now at 
79,000 miles, the light started flashing 
again on a trip. | went to the local dealer 
and he said that the transmission valve 
body and fuel injectors needed to be re- 
placed, and that the computer would have 
to be reprogrammed for a total cost of 
$1,500. | had him fix the car and have had 
no problems since. | also asked a lot of 
technicians what the fuel injectors have to 
do with the transmission. | have written to 
Ford customer service and not received a 
reply. Do you know of any reason why the 
fuel injectors needed to be replaced? Carl 

Dear Carl: There is a very fine filter 
screen in each injector that can clog up. 
Nozzle tips can also get partly plugged up. 
After the transmission repair, the techni- 
cian may have noticed an engine stumble 
and traced it back to the injectors. Your 
car is almost 10 years old and, even with 
low mileage, injectors do wear out. You 
wrote to Ford regarding your repair: | do 
not know what they will do about the 
dealer's service. The dealer had to get your 
permission before making any repair. | sug- 
gest asking the service manager why the 
injectors were replaced. 

Dear Doctor: | own a 2002 Ford Ex- 
plorer with 25,000 miles. At 15,000 miles | 
noticed a noise coming from the rear end 
when driving 65 mph. At 20,000 miles it 
was very annoying, so | took the Explorer 
to the dealer. He confirmed the rear end 
was in fact the problem. He replaced the 
rear end and it was very quiet for a week 
or so, then the noise started again. The 
Explorer has now been at the dealer for 
eight weeks and no answer yet. I've done 
some searching and found that other Ex- 
plorer owners, and even some editors from 
car magazines, have noted rear end noise

Ask the Auto Doctor 


Have you ever heard of this problem or 
rear end noise. Gary 

Dear Gary: Ford products do not have 
any more drive train noise problems than 
others. You said the replacement rear end 
was quiet for a week. Improper break-in is 
one of the biggest problems with a new 
rear end or gear set. Some technicians do 
not even know this. | suggest you have the 
dealer install another new rear end as- 
sembly. Once installed the vehicle should 
be run in “drive” for 10 to 15 minutes while 
on the lift. Next, let it cool down. Then, do 
a short road test with very light accelera- 
tion — no higher than 40 mph — for a 10 
minute period. Let the gear set cool down 
for a half hour, then take another 15 minute 
drive followed by a cool down. The key to 
a quiet gear set is proper break-in. The re- 
placement rear end that was installed was 
quiet for a week. It takes a week for the gear 
set to wear in. The first day is critical for rear 
end gear break-in. After the first week take 
it back for a gear fluid change. This should 
take care of the noise problem. 

Dear Doctor: | own a 1977 Cadillac 
DeVille which | have owned since new. The 
problem is a noisy hub cap. How can | 
quiet it down? Judy 

Dear Judy: You did not mention the hub 
cap style on your car. On some wire spoke 
hub caps, we use a Clear silicone that 
comes in a tube available at any hardware 
store. If the problem is the spokes, you 
need to use the silicone on the inside 
where the spokes come through. If the 
noise comes from where the hub cap is 
pressed onto the black rim, get some black 
friction or electrical tape. Run the tape 
around the contact edge on the hub cap 
three times. That should take care of the 
noise. 

Dear Doctor: | own a 1993 Nissan Al- 
tima with 165,000 kilometers. A couple of 
years ago, during the coldest weeks of 
winter, | noticed a smell of gas that lasted 
for three weeks. This only happened dur- 
ing very cold conditions. There was no sign 
of gas leaking, the engine ran fine, but it 
seemed worse with a full tank of gasoline 
Any suggestions would be appreciated. 
Michael 

Dear Michael: It sounds like an emis- 
sion evaporative control solenoid problem. 
Have the shop check the emission canis- 
ter assembly. There may also be a pres- 
sure sensor or solenoid that freezes up 
during the coldest weather. These items 
will cause your problem. 

Dear Doctor: | own a 2000 Ford Ranger. 
4.0-liter V6. The “check engine” light comes 
on frequently. The code indicates a prob- 
lem in the emission control system. | could

not find any problems. The only thing | did 
was put a light film of oil on the gas cap 
rubber seal. That seems to have done the 
trick. The service manager at the dealer 
does not believe it. What would the oil on 
the gas cap seal have to do with the check 
engine light? Thurman 

Dear Thurman: The light film of oil may 
be enough to allow the rubber seal to 
move slightly under the pressure of the 
cap. | would suggest you try a replace- 
ment cap and inspect the seal area in the 
gas fill tube. | have replaced many fill tubes 
because of excessive wear from the gas 
fill nozzle. The computer checks the pres- 
sure in the gas tank through the pressure 
sensor located in the top of the fuel tank. 
A small vacuum leak such as a weak gas 
cap seal will cause the “check engine” light 
to turn on. The engine and ignition key 
must also be shut off when filling the gas 
tank or the “check engine” light will set. 

Dear Doctor: | own a 2003 Suburban 
with the 5.3-liter V8. At 3,000 miles | went 
to the dealer for the first oil change. He put 
in 7 quarts of oil instead of the 6 quarts 
that is specified. Since then, | noticed a vi- 
bration between 65 to 75 mph. Could the 
extra quart of oil cause the problem? Mark 

Dear Mark: The extra quart of oil will 
cause the crank shaft and connecting rods 
to move through the excessive oil. This will 
lessen fuel economy and cause a drag on 
the engine. In some cases this can cause 
oil foaming and extra internal crankcase 
pressure. There should be no long term 
effect from the extra quart, but | would not 
leave the extra quart in the engine. The 
dipstick is a good measuring device al- 
though it is not perfect.
